Little Prospect of an Apology for the 
: Valparaiso Murders. 


—— 


FORCE MAY BE REQUIRED TO CAUSE AN 
EXPRESSION OF REGRET. 


President-Elect Montt to Be Inaugurated 
To-Morrow-—Police Spies still Haunt 
the American Legation at Santiago— 
Possible Ally in Peru-South Ameri- 
can’ Affairs. ° 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—The result of the 
controversy with Chill hinges upon the re- 
portof the courts onthe Valparaiso affair 
and the character of the reply which the new 
Chilian Government will make to 
the demand of the United 
States for reparation, This demand 
was made by President Harrisonon Oct. 28, 
through Minister Egan, basedupon the re- 
port of Capt. Schley of the Baltimore, whose 
sailors were murdered by the Valparaiso 
mob on the 16th of that month. 

It is held that if Chili was not responsible for 
the actions of the mob in Valparaiso, the 
disavowal of the mob’s acts andan expres- 
sion of the regret forthe assaultand its re- 
sults would have removedevery cause for 
insisting upon an immediate apology,for the 
regret would have been regarded as all the 
apology that diplomacy could expect, pend- 
ing a judicial investigation. There 
has not been a word of regret from Chili since 
the news of the killing of the Baltimore’s men 
was received. On thecontrary,the assault 
upon the Baltimore’s sailors has been fol- 
lowed by many petty acts ofenmity by the 
people, all inspired by a feeling of hostility 
assumed tobe a continuation of the feeling 
that led to the killing of the bluejackets,none 
of which has been disavowed by Chili, and 
the Legation of the United States has been 
singled out as an object of conspicuous and 
repeated annoyances, which oughtto have 
been prevented. 

With these facts so prominent itisthe De- 
lief in Washington that the reply of 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs to Sec- 
retary Blaine will be a dis- 
avowal of Chili’s responsibility for the 
mob’s work. This view is carried out by the 
tenor of all dispatches recently received 
from Minister Egan, and the indications are 
that Chili will only express regret forthe 
conduct of her people when she is compelled 
to do sb by United States ships 

The suggestion has been made that in the 
event of hostilities between the United States 
and Chili Peru could easily be made an ally of 
this country; that the little republic would 
eagerly join ina war agginst her neighbor, 
with the view of getting back the big slice of 
her territory taken by Chili in the last war 
between those nations. This reward would 
be exacted as the price of her assistance in 
the way of throwing open her ports as depots 
of supplies for warships. 


PRESIDENT MONTT. 


THERE MAY BE TROUBLE AT THE INAUGURA- 
TION CEREMONIES TO-MORROW. 


VALPARAISO, Chili, Dec. 25.—The inaugura- 
tion of President George Montt takes place 
at the capitol to-morrow. The rumors of 
plots and meditated revolts has caused a 
feeling of anxiety among public officials. It 
is the general impression, however, that 
the ceremony of installing the ilegal- 
ly elected President will pass off 


without any incident to mar the importance 
ofthe event. Preparations are not lacking 
to put down any disturbance ifitarises. For 
the past few nights there has been unwonted 
activity aboard the Chilian war-ships in this 
harbor. The crews have been roused from 
their quarters, electric lights have been 
thrown on the forts, and the saliors have ail 
been armed with Mannlicher rifies. Extra 
vigilance has been shown also in guarding 
the arsenel. President Monttis represented 
as sayingthat he hopedali the difficulties 
which had arisen between the United States 
and Chili would be settled amicatJy, as he 
did not believe the people of either nation 
desired to see any trouble.

Garza’s Forces Seattered—Texas Rangers 
Called Out. 

LAREDO, Tex., Dec. 25.—A report gained 
circulation this morning thata considerable 
fight had occurred in Mexico between Garza’s 
forces and Mexican troops and that there had 
been heavy losses. Your correspondent went 
to work upon this meager report and after 
diligent inquiry succeeded in gathering in- 
formation from a very reliable source which 
confirmed the rumors. Itseems that infor- 
mation reached Laredo by a cour- 
ier from some point down the river 
sent to officials here. The fight 
occurred near Cerraloo and the engagement 
Was between a detachment of Garza’s forces 
and Mexican cavalry. The revolutionists suc- 
ceeded in surprising the troops early Tues- 
day morning, and after a short resistance, 
routed the regulars and captured a number 
of horses, arms, ammunition and .provisions 
as well as a large number of the troops. The 
regulars suffered a loss of four killed and a 
number wounded, while the revolutionists 
had only seven killed. The Mexican troops 
were completely demoralized and scat- 
tered in every direction. The informant 
further stated that Garza’s forces number 
over ninety men mounted and well armed and 
equipped, and that he is daily receiving rein- 
forcements. ; Your correspondent does not 
give the above as facts, but will state that 
the information was received from a very re 
liable source. If true, asreported, the move- 
ment is growing serious, and the longer the 
Mexican Government delays in suppressing 
it the worse it will be. Viewed in the 
light that the report is true there is no longer 
any doubt asto Garza having considerable 
funds to command. Ifasitis reported his 
forces are divided into companies and in 
different sections and steadily being réin- 
forced further delay is dangerous. Though 
he could never overthrow the Diaz adminis- 
tration he could carry ona border warfare 
that woald result most- damagingly to the 
Mexican troops. 


SKIRMISH AT EL VAGRO, 
LAREDO, Tex., Dec. 25.—Gen. B. Reyez has 
sent a letter to Senor L. Lamedo Diaz, Mexi- 


can Oonsul at this point. It was received 
Wednesday night and was sent yesterday 
to Minister Romero. The gist of the letter is 
as follows: 

**On the 20th a gang of bandits was discov- 
ered, numbering ninety-two men, near ‘or- 
tlilas. Our troops fumbered but twenty-five. 
A fight ensued, which resulted in the death 
of several of the revolutionists and several 
wounded. We lost two killed and three 
wounded.

KIT CARSON’S CRIME 


The Old Scout’s Son Tells How He Killed 
Mrs. Richardson. . 


HIS BULLET WAS INTENDED FOR HIS 
FATHER-IN-LAW. 


Embezzlement Charged Against an Ab- 
scOnding Iowa Firm—Wholesale Mur- 
der and Robbery—Bob Sims, the Georgia 
Outlaw, Again at Work-—Beat His 
Child-Wife—Jewelry Store Robbed. 


TR INIDAD, Colo., Dec. 25.—Kit Carson, the 
youngest son and namesake ofthe famous 
scout, who was a fugitive from justice for 
the crime of killing his wife’s mother, Mrs. 
Richardson, and attempting the life of the 
father, has been arrested by Deputy Sheriff 
Frank W.Myers at Trinchera. <A reporter 
sought an interview with the officer and 
prisoner to obtain the full particulars of the 
tragedy and arrest of the fugitive. 

Mr. Myers stated that the first intimation 
received of the whereabouts of Carson was 
from the constable at Trinchera, who noti- 
fled Sheriff Kreeger that Carson was there. 
A warrant was sworn out and given to Dep 
uty Myers, whoatonce leftfor that place. 
Arriving at Trinchera he found that Carson 
had started for New Mexico, and taking the 
trail followed him into the hills, where he 
Was Overtaken and arrested without any 
trouble. Both Carson and his horse were 
completely worn out. He stated that as soon 
as he saw Myers and found that he was an 
American he was ready to surrender, but 
that he would not give himself up toa Mex!i- 
can officer. Myers took his prisoner to 
Trinchera and brought him to Trinidad. 

The reporter then sought an Interview with 
the prisoner, who was asked to givethe story 
of the tragedy. Carson, who is about 53 
years old, a little below medium height and 
weight, appearsto beanything but a bad 
man. He freely gave his version of the trag- 
edy, and says that he does not think he did 
any more than other men would have done 
placed in the same position. Followingis his 
story in substance: 

*‘My wife and myself were living in New 
Mexico and getting along together nicely. 
We received a letter from her parents asking 
us to come to sent County to \hiive, 
saying we could better our condition. To 
please the old folks we made the move. This 
was last summer, and from the time we be- 
gan living together the support of the entire 
family fellon me. I got tired of it and urged 
my wifeto return with me to New Mexico, 
where we could be to ourselves. Through 
the influence of the old folks she refused,they 
urging her not’to live with me any more. 

**I left and came to Trinidad, intending to 
have nothing more to do with them. My 
brother-in-law, Tom Woods, came to Me 
here and urged me to see my wife and fix 
matters up, that we might Live together 
again. I finally consented and returned with 
himto Bent Gounty. Icalied atthe house 
where my Wife was with her father and 
mother, an@ asked to see my wife and Baby. 
The old gentleman, Mr. Richardson, met me 
atthe door and ordered me away, saying 
that I could not seetbem. I insisted on see- 
ing my wife, when he grabbed an ax and 
struck at my head. I dodgedthe blow, and 
as he made for me again, drew my revolver 
and fired. Atthat time my wife’s mother 
was coming toward us. The ball intended 
for Mr. Richardson missed its mark, and, 
striking his wife, killed herinstantly. I then 
fired another shot at the old man which took 
effect. 

**I went to my brother-in-law, told nim 
what had occnrred and told him I was go- 
ing to give myself up to the officers. He 
urged me to leave the country and I started 
for New Mexico, but was stopped at Trin- 
chera by the storm. The rest you already 
Bnow.’’ 

Whether Carson will be taken at once to 
Bent County has not yet been determined. 
Attorney Northcutt received a telegram 
from Mrs. Wood, sister of the prisoner, in- 
structing him to look after the interests of 
her brother.

The Harvest Is Plenty But the Laborers 
Are Few. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Dec, 25.—Manitoba hasen- 
teredthe arena asoneof the great wheat- 
producing countries of the worid, her yield 
this season being stated officially in the 
bulletin just issued by the Manitoba Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as 23,181,599 bushels, 
which, adding the yield of the Territories, 
will make 30,000,000 bushels of wheat alone 
for the great Canadian Northwest. 

The enormous and unprecented crop has 
rendered it rather difficult for the Govern- 
ment to obtain the returns of the harvest, 
and from two important districts—Brandon 
and Morden—no returns had, at iast ac- 
counts, been received.

Republican Loaders Who Will Rally 
Round the Plumed Knight. 


HE WILL NOT DECLINE THE NOMINA- 
TION AT MINNEAPOLIS. 


Chairman Clarkson Has No Information 
of the Maine Man’s Plans — Senator 
Stanford Courting the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance—Gov. Russell of Massachusetts Is 
Loyal to Cleveland—The Political Field. 


New YorK, Dec. 2%.—The public@tion of 
the dispatch from Washington in a morning 
paper here yesterday that Blaine was un- 
questionably in the Presidential race for 
1892, has been the uppermost topic in political 
circles inthis city. It was discussed with 
especial animation at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel where the Republican State Committee 
has been holding ite session this week. 

The sentiment of the Republican leaders 
was unmistakable, The Harrison talk was 
confined chiefly to gentlemen of the office- 
holding class, and most of them were ex- 
ceedingly non-committal. 

Chairman Wm. Brookfield said: 
+} ‘**Mr. Blaine can havethe nomination if he 
wiiltake it. I haye had no information on 
the subject.’’ 

Senator Frank Hiscock had a far-away 1 ook 
in his eyes when questioned on the subject of 
Mr. Blaine’s intention. He did not believe 
Mr. Blaine had confided his plans to any one, 
but he thought the nominee of the Minneapo- 
lis Convention would be elected, whoever he 
might be. 

Ex-Postmaster-General Frank Hatton hap- 
pened to be in the corridor. He is now the 
editor of the Washington Post, and is known 
asananti-Blaine man. He said: ‘‘If Blaine 
is nominated I suppose it will be on a Bright’s 
disease platform.’’ 

**Thope to God it’s true!’’ exclaimed Mr. 
Frederick 8. Gibbs, ‘‘andI have every rea- 
son to believe that itis. Blaine is a million 
times stronger than Harrison. We can elect 
him hands down and don’t you forget it.’’ 

‘*Blaine,’’ said Gen. James W. Husted, the 
Chairman of the Republican Executive Com- 
mittee, ‘‘we have all heard of him. He’s all 
right, thoughI hardly thought he had au- 
tborteee any one to speak for him at this 

me.’’ 

J. Sloat Fassett said that he did not care to 
be interviewed on the Subject. He thought 
the Republicans could win next year and he 
expected to take off his coat and work for the 
nominee, whoever he might be. Mr. Har- 
rison’s administration, in Mr. Fassett’s 
judgment, had been everything that his 
party could expect. 

Richard Marcy of Jefferson County, one of 
the old line stalwarts and a strong anti- 

Slaine man in past, said that he was satisfied 
that the information was correct. Mr. Blaine, 
he declared, was the only man living who 
could prevent his nomination next June. 
‘*Blaine has demonstrated his ability and 
strength,’’ Mr. Marey added. ‘*The Demo- 
crats cguld not hold their party in line 
against him. All of the stalwarts will sup- 
port bim to-day. The old feud has been for- 

*tten.* . 

Senator R. F. Pettigrew of South Dakota 
said he was not surprised at the story. It 
coincided with the inside talk of Washington. 
The West, he said, was for Blaine, and would 
insist upon his taking the nomination. 

A gentleman who is prominentin National 
Republican politics, but who did not want 
his name mentioned, in commenting on the 
news that Blajme wasa sure candidate, said: 
‘*The correspondent has hit the nall squarely 
on the head. Me let the cat @ut of the bag 
prematurely, but now the cat is out there ig 
no use denying the fact. The honest truth is 
that friends of Mr. Biaine have received as- 
surances from him which w ant them in 
believing that Le-willnot decline the nomi- 
nation.

LAWYER SMITH’S DEMENTIA. 
TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 
developed alive and energetic crank inthe 
person of Marshal P. Smith,a lawyer, who 
has an office on State street. This eccentric 


Sergt. Keeble, whots in charge,of the dis- 
trict temporarily, has been instructed to 
makea full report to headquarters of the 
arrest of McGuire and his detention 
at the police station for several 
hours, during which a baby was 
born in his house. The baby died soon after 
it was bornand the mother some ten days 
later. McGuire was. on the way to Bet a 
doctor at the time of his arrest and his story 
was not believed. Sergt. Boland and a 
couple of officers went to McGuire’s residence 
to satisfy themselves of the truth of his state- 
ment and it was not until their return at 2 
o’clock in the morning that McGuire was re- 
leased, the baby having been born inthe 
meantime. The death of the woman was due, 
in the opinion of a lady—a neighbor who 
had been left at the McGuire residence by the 
husband when he went after a doctor—to the 
shock she received from the visit of the po- 
licemen atatime she was momentarily ex- 
pecting the return of her husband witha 
physician.

In oneof the com- 
munications tothe latter hesays: ‘‘A lively 
corpse you will find.’’ 

Supreme Court Clerk Lee of Trenton de- 
clares that while talking Smith’s senses be- 
came muddled, and George Marrow of Belve- 
dere says he is apprehensive that Smith may 
become dangerous. His language to the 
judge was incoherent, and on one occasion 
he remarked: ‘‘I am going to be President 
of the United States. There is absolutely 
nothing in my way now.’’

LOUISVILLE, Ky.,Dec, 25.—The crank manla 
has struck Louisville. The very same man 
depicted by Chauncey M. Depew at the annual 
dfhner of the New England Society last night 


suddenly appeared in thig city this ‘morning. 
He was ‘without dynamite, but he made 
his demand, About 10 :30 o’clock a 
tall, good-looking stranger entered 
the office of Prebiderant Veech of the 
Farmers & Drovers’ Bank.

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THE STORY OF HEROD. 


Julian Hawthorne on the Slaughter of the 
Innocents. ; 
Written for the SUNDAY PO8T-Dispartct, 

The name of Herod is among the black ones 
of bistory;and no one,I believe, has ever 
attempted toremove the shadows upon it, 
though Nero, Henry VIII. of Engiand, Mac. 
chiavelli, and other real or supposea mon. 
sters, have found defenders. 

Nor is it my intention to lower a ladder into 
the pit which has no bottom, for him to climb 
up by. The millstone which was hanged 
around his thick necK nineteen hundred years 
ago may well continue to weigh him down 
forever. One might conceive palliating cir- 
cumstances th the case of his dealings with 
John the Baptist. A beautiful dancer is even 
now a powerin her way, and an oath is an 
oath, Cutting offa man’s head was such an 
ordinary occurrence in those days that the 
victims themselves scarcely minded it. But 
that affair with the children was another 
matter. The slaughter of babies is a crime 
which goes against the graineven of the 
most hardened villains. You will find burg- 
lars, footpads and mpurderers in abundance, 
who have yeta soft place in them for chil. 
dren, Besides, Herod’s act was foulish as 
wellas damnable, He ought to have known 
that he could not defeat prophecy. The more 
he believed it, the more obviously useless it 
was to take measures to counteract it, and if 
on the other band he had any doubts about 
it, so much the worse for him. 

The only loophole for Herod lies in the 
hypothesis thatthe story is not true. Iam 
not familiar enough with the improved bibli- 


tional and intellectual contents or our souls. 

Now it is evident that he who will read this 
cosmised language would be fay gonein wis- 
dom. And all through reli and philo- 
sophical history we find traces of a school of 
students who pata en” in some measure, to 
have mastered the alphabet of it. Whatever 
be the worth or worthiness of their preten- 
sions, it is at least undeniable that a true sci- 
ence of symbols must extst, and were any 
teacher to arise,com nt to instruct man 
in matters of eferna moment, his instruc- 
tions would inevitably be conveyed in this 
symbolic tongue. 

But the only teacher whose competence to 
suchatask is beyond | Se can be no 
other than the Creator himself. No narrower 
language than that of creation would suffice 
him forthe purpose. en, therefore, we 
find a book which declares itself of divine 
origin, we shall not dismiss it until we have 
inquired whether, beneath the inconsequent 
and unsatisfactory letter, there may not be a 
full and orderly spiritual significance, ad- 
dressed not only toman as a whole, but to 
the spiritual needs and organization of each 
individual human being. The Bible, in short, 
should avouch itself the intermediate link 
between man and the universe. God speak- 
ing to the former in terms of the latter. Ana 
those who have searched the Scriptures with 
this clue in hand, declare that they have dais- 
covered internal evidence to show that their 
divine claims are well founded. 

To return from this digression to our sat- 
urnine friend, Herod, we find that his cun- 
crete historical existence its incontinently 
swallowed up in his spiritual meaning.

In the microcosm of man, there 
is a place for everything; but it is our duty to 
see that everything ts in its place.

Minated in heavenly colors and inscribed , 
only with angelic and lovely conceptions, 
within letters of gold. Here should be beau- 
tiful pictures representing Elysian flelds and 
the vales and mountains of Paradise; here 
should be poems, pure as the light of stars, 
fragrant as flowers, simple as the twittering 
of birds, and here should be tales of inno- 
cence and love, and themes of ideal tender- 
ness and. subiimity. If anything in this 
world be worthy of reverent treatment, is it 
not the budding soulofachild? But how dco 
we treat it? We lay violent and impious 
hands upon it and stainit allover with the 
alphabet and the multiplication table!

As a matter of course, we have our reward 
Herod, I suppose, ate and slept in peace aft 
the first-born had been exterminated, and 
probably congratulated himself on hig fore- 
Sight and energy. We’ likewise pride our- 
selves not a little on our forehandedness with 
our Offspring, and are continually dinning 
into the earsof one another, and of for- 
eigners, the praises of our unequaled educa- 
tional system. Meanwhile foretgners, and 
some among ourselves, are venturing to find 
fault with these highly favored children of 
ours. They say that they are pert, 
vain, self-conscious, unruly; that they 
are apt to be peaked and =sallow of 
body; they are destitute of reverence, 
modesty and humility. In a_ word, 
they are not children, save in their log- 
ical relation to their parents; that is, they 
are not childish; no, on the other hand, are 
they men and women? They are dismal, 
crack-voiced, shrewd little nondescripts; a 
species of gnomes who may well have come up 
out of the earth, for there ts little trace of any: 
thing heavenly about them; not ‘‘tralling 
clouds of glory do they come.’’ In so far as 
weadmit these impeachments, we ascribe 
the trouble to the climate, or to candy, or to 
thé nervous temperament,or to the corsets of 
the mother, or the intemperate habits of the 
father. Meanwhile the public school stands 
round the corner chuckling to itself and plot- 
ting fresh enormities. If you venture to look 
askance at it, itemits indignant protesta- 
tions that would do credit to the proprietress 
ofa baby farm. How gliband pat come the 
arguments, the explanations, the self lauda- 
tions! What! would we have our chil- 
dren grow up ignorant, heathenish, help- 
less? Is notignorance the parent of crime? 
Is not the public school the corner-stone of 
liberty? What better legacy can a parent 
leave to his offspring than a thorough train- 
ingintheelements of Knowledge, enabling 
him to make hisown way in the world and 
to compete on equal terms with his rivals? 
Sothe poor little pyramid is turned upside 
down and forced crazily to balance on its 
apex. The foundations of the child’s nature— 
his vital, personal, affectionate parts—are 
left to take care of themselves. He is sur- 
feited with information, while his experience 
and judgment are as yet non-existent. He 
understands book-keeping by double entry, 
but of the passions, the perils, the frailties 
inherent in his own heart, he knows nothiag. 
He grows up and goes into business; or rath- 
er, he goes into business and grows up. And 
when the newspapers come out with accounts 
of his defalcation, or his domestic dishonor, 
or his insanity, or his suicide, we marvel 
how a man who enjoyed so many educational 
advantages could have turned out badly.

gent class inthe community, and are chiefly 
responsible for the present corrupt condition 
of social and business life. This is their day, 
Every day hasits end; but meanwhile, one 
would as soon think of remonstrating with 
Herod as with them. 

lonly wish to sysgest some mercy in the 
administering of the ‘‘juvenile Nterature’’ 
which at this season pours in a destroying 
fiood from the press. Let fathers and moth- 
ers this Christmas give their children one or 
two books that are not useful, or realistic, 
or popular, or edifying, or in any way con- 
ventionally desirable. Give them something 
that will temper a little the blight of the 
school system. Let them believe for a year 
or so that there may be something ideal, 
beautiful and reverent in life; let the butter- 
fly wings of their imagination wave a few 
times and float them into the celestial sun- 
shine of innocent hope and faith. Do not 
harden themand disenchant them too soon. 
This is their sensitive, impressionable period; 
help them to store up in their souls some 
truth too true to be demonstrated on the 
blackboard, some. music too sweet to be 
played, some love too tender to be self-love, 
some thought too pureto be uttered. Plant 
in their garden a few seeds that will come up 
flowers instead of beans and cabbages. Re- 
press your sneer when they speak of fairtes, 
and do not ridicule their folly jn running to 
find the pot of gold at the foot of the rain- 
bow. 

Writers for children nave got into the habit 
of making children the dramatis personne of 
thelr narratives. They might do worse, but 
they could not do much worse. AN attempt 
is made to make the stories true to the real- 
ities of life and they must therefore elther be 
mere records of movement and adventure, or 
else the moral element must be dragged tn. 
But any discussion of questions of right and 
wrong is injuriousto children, Itis impos- 
sible, ina child’s story, to treat such ques- 
tions with any real profundity, and the 
writer is fain to depend on dogma and sentt- 
ment. But the child’s soul is as large, at 
least, as the author’s; his conceptions are 
generaland generous, andthis petty, paro- 
chial moralizing narrows and debases his 
mind. The story should have the freedom 
and scope of nature herseif, who ignores 
morality and to whom good and evil are 
alike And in order to secure this free- 
dom, the region of ‘‘real life’’ must be en- 
tirely abandoned and the fairy and magician 
be frankly, wisely and imaginatively em- 

loyed.

HE HAS A LONG STRING OF VICTORIES 
OVER SCRUB PUGILISTS. fF 


The Real Merits of Madden’s Protege Still 
an Unknown Quantity—Description of 
a Celebrated Old Time Race—Charley 
Mitchell Severely Scored—Sullivan and 
Slavin—Other Sporting Matters. 


Peter Maher, the Irish champion, whom 
the San Francisco clubs are endeavoring to 
match against Joe Ohoynski, is the best 
fighter that has represented the Emerald 
Isle for years. Althougha majority of prize 
fighters are either Irish or of Irish parentage, 
most of those of Irish birth have made their 
reputations after adopting other lands as 
their homes, and have not been classed 
as Irish fighters, Maher is unquestionably a 
good man, though he ts hardly good enough 
to be classed with Sullivan and Slavin. Just 
how good helisis hardly known as he has 
only met inferior fighters, These he has al- 
most invariably whipped with ease and in 
shortorder. Should he battle with Choynski 
some line on him can be obtained. 

Peter Maher was born inthe County Gal 
way, Ireland, twenty-three years ago. He 
stands5 feet 11% inches high, and weighs 
about il stone, 8 pounds. 

Peter began his. pugilistic career when an 
employe of Guinness’s brewery. A weli- 
known tough of Dublin, who bore the title of 
the *‘*‘Dublin Terror,’’ was the first opponent 
that big Peter used his ponderous fists upon. 
After battling fortwo hours and forty-five 
minutes, Peter knocked out the bully. 

Although Maher was badly used up, the 
victory gave him immediate standing asa 
boxer in Dublin, 

He nextentered asa competitorin Tony 
Sage’s amateur competition in the ‘‘*Round 
kioom’’ in the Rotunda in Sackville street, 
Dublin. His first bout was with a man 
named J. E, Sullivan, who, though over six 
feet talland weighing 200 pounds, was localiy 
called the ‘‘middle-weight champion of Ire- 
Jand,’’ Maher beat him in three rounds. 

The same evening he met another big one, 
} artin O’Hara, who quit in the first round, 
giter being badly punished. 

Maher was now halled as the amateur 
champion of lIreiand, 

His first battle asa professional was with 
Jim O’Doherty, in Dublin. The police inter 
fered and stopped the fight in the sixth 
round, 

Then he entered, with his friend, P. Dowl- 
ing, forthe English champlonships. Maher, 
after two vicious batties, defeated both his 
opponents. Inthe finalhe had to face the 
famous Bob Hair, but the verdict was against 
him. Peter bitterly complained that the 
decision was an unjust one. 

In i889, on Peter Jackson’s visit to Ireland, 

- he was to box Maher, but the contest was a 
fiasco. 

The Irish champion’s nextimportant match 
was with Alf Bowman, fora purse of £50. The 
contest was decided in Dublin, in August, 
1890, and the men foughtinaring eight feet 
less than the rexular size. Only six rounds 
were fought, and Maher knocked out the 
Englishman, This victory gave Maher some 
standing. 

Maher, in the fall of 18990, was matched to 
box Joe McAuliffe, the ‘‘Mission Boy,’’ of 
San Francisco, but the police authorities 
would not permit the contest to take piace. 

He was subsequently backed by Tony Sage 
to fight Gus Lambert of Canada for £100 
a side. the battle was fought in the 
Pelican Club, London, England, on Feb, 7, 
1891, and those who witnessed the bout will 
probably not forget the affair. Only one 
round was fought and it lasted but one min- 
ute, Maber proving the winner. 

After this victory, Maher packed his traps 
and with his record tucked under his arm, 
sailed for America. 

Since his arrival here, Maher has met and 
easily vanquished a number of men. 

His first contest was fought in Philadel- 
phia, with ‘‘Bubbles’’ Davis. ‘‘Bubbles,’’ 
however, wasn’t in the game. 

After this he met Jim Daly of Philadelphia 
and succeeded in knocking him out in four 
short rounds. 

Jack Fallon, known as the 
Strong Boy,’’ thought he could ‘‘do’’ Peter 
in a jitfy, but he was mistaken. Maher put 
Fallon to sleep in tworounds, at the end of 
which a Police Inspector stopped the fight. 

He next met Fred Woods of Philadelphia 
and Knocked him out in the third round, 
Then he journeyed to Buffalo, met Ike Peck- 
ham, and beat him, jike the rest, very easily. 

After this ‘‘go’’ he defeated Jack Lynch, 
the ‘*Buffaio Stone-Cutter,’’ ina desperate 
battle. Lynchisa very tough man, and has 
been known to putupa stiff fight with both 
Mitchell and Jackson, But Maher proved his 
master. 

At Madison Square Garden, New York, 
last week be knocked-out b®th ‘‘Harlem’’ 
Jack Smith and ‘‘Sailor’’ Brown, one after 
the other, inside of three minutes. They, 
however, like the other men Maher has met, 
are very inferior fighters. 

A PLEA FOR FAIR PLAY. 

I’m sorry to see that John L. Sulilvan asks 
why Frank Slavin does not cover his forfeit, 
which has been upinthne office of the New 
York Herald for a couple of months,’’ 
says Fairfax, the well known 
Boston sporting writer. Covering 
a forfeit does not make a match. Slavin 
has stated fairly and squarely just what the 
conditions are and under whatrules he will 
fightthe American champion. Ona former 
occasion Slavin proved his gameness by trav- 
eling from New York to St. Louistoask Sul- 
livan whether or nothe would givehima 
match. At that time Sullivan was under a 
contract which he could not break, but he 
promised the moment the engagement was 
atan end that Slavin would get al) the fignt 
he wanted. 

_ A match cannot be made very well between 
Principals 3,0000Ga milesapart. I think the 

roper way for Suilivan to act in this matter 
S$ to take a train and xet to New York as soon 
ashe possibly can, He can arrange a match 
in five minutes, where it will take him five 
years if he remains in Callfornia. There is 
nothing to prevent Sullivan from making the 
journey. His company has closed, and he ls 
now out of employment. Siavin deserves 
fair treatment and Sullivan snould give it to 
him. While there is no doubt in my mind 
that Sullivan can and wiil defeat Slavin, yet 
I wouid like to see him come to the front and 
arrange a match without apy more newspa- 
per talk or wrangling. 

A ROAST OF MITCHELL. 

While there is lots to disiixe in the make-up 
of Charles Mitchell, yet one cannot but ad- 
mire himwhen he declares that he is in the 
pugilistic business just to make money, 
says a Boston exchange. ‘*‘Show me a 
game,’’ he says. ‘‘that [ can make more 
money atthan fighting and I'll send every 


fianter wno comes near me to the city 
prison.’’ What fools this #nglish fighter 
must think we Americans dre/ Here he de- 
clares openly and above board that he simply 
visits us to take away what money he can. 
He doesn’t like the roecage A he doesn’t 
like the people, but he does like our sotled 
greonbacks, Charlie wants to know a game 
that he can make thore money at than fght- 
ing, then he would send the other fighters to 
the City Prison, Isn’tthat lovely? Well, if 
he will listen.to me fora moment I'll tell him 
ofa game. t him break intoa bank, then 
-be will have an opportunity to go tothe 
City Prison himself. It w all posi- 
tively delightful. Here is a young gentie- 
man who comes over here who _ re- 
fuses to fight, but who, in the language of the 
day, wants to play the American people ‘‘for 
suckers.’’ Weil, if the American people will 
stand it, then there is no chance for ai argu- 
ment. sStill,as an American, it does seem 
rough to me to have this conceited prig make 
a statement of this sort. However, there is 
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to think the latter way. Away ran 
Mitchell, for he is as good a_ sprinter 
as he is talker, and alone was r Kilrain in 
his defeat. Why, were it not for friends of 
Sullivan, KilramM would actually have been 
compelled to dress himself unassisted.

Charley Mitchell thoroughly be- 
lieves inthis, so far as Americans are con- 
cerned, Perhaps onthistrip weare apt to 
fool him. 


THE TURF. 


A notable race in more ways than one was 
the Derby of 1968, in which Rosicrucian, the 
sire of Laureate, the $30,000 imported horse 
who recently arrived in this country, figured. 
Sir Joseph Hawley had three strings to his 
bow that season, Blue Gown, Rosicrucian 
and Green Sleeves. The Berkshire Baronet 
believed Rosicrucian to be the best of the 


trio, but Wells, the stable jockey, thought 
differently, and as he had his choice of 
mounts elected to ride Blue Gown, Wells 
had a reason for this preference, the full 
strength of which was not, in all probability, 
known at the time to Sir Joseph, but it cer- 
tainly came to his Knowledge later on and 
almost resulted in a rupture between the 
famous jockey and his principal employer. 
Inthe Champagne Stakes at Doncaster in 
the previous September Blue Gown, ridden 
by Wells, won-with Virtue second. Habitues 
of the welghing room had for some time 
previously suspected that Wells often 
rode over-welght, but somehow or other 
succeeded in passing the scale. When 
Wells got into the scales to weigh in 
after Blue Gown’s victory a jockey standing 
by who had a grudge against ‘‘Tiny’’—who 
it was I cannot just now remember—called 
out to the clerk, ‘‘See that he has his toes 
off the ground.’’ 
to the jockey’s feet, and as he then of neces- 
sity had toswing his toes clear of the floor, 
bump went the §cale, andit was at once ap- 
parent that Wells was a lot over weight. 
Blue Gown was promptly disqualified, and 
the race was awarded to Virtue. Sir Joseph 
Hawley was very angry with the jockey, but 
neither he nor any one else save Wells ever 
Knew exactly how much extra weight Blue 
Gown actually carfied on that eventful af- 
ternoon, But the jockey knew and profited 
by his knowledge, for he not only had the 
satisfaction of winning the Derby the follow- 
ing year with his favorite, but landed a big 
stake over his success. Sir Joseph won little 
or nothing beyond the stakes, as he declared 
to win with Rosicrucian and backed him 
heavily, while he only hada saving stake on 
the winner. 
DOES THE BOARD OF CONTROL REALLY CONTROL? 
And now it appears that the Board of Con- 
trol does not controlthe jockey clubs over 
which it is supposed to have jurisdiction. It 
is the wise head which wags and bobs as the 
tail wags orbobs. Sometimeago the Coney 


Island Jockey Club adopted a racing rule re- 
serving to themselves the right to acceptor 
reject any entry just as their pleasure dic- 
tated. That was the tail. Last week the 
head—the Board of Control—adopted the 
same rule and published it. 

It is too bad that the Coney Island people 
did not wait forthe board to take action on 
this matter and thus éscape giving the im- 
pression thatin some measure at least they 
controlled the Board of Control, It would 
have been better policy inany case to have 
awaited the action ofthe board and allowed 
the ruleto emanate from them. The rule 
means the estadlishment of a dangerous 
autocracy—nothing more, nothing less. 

If any jockey club within the jurisdiction of 
the board takes umbrage at any owner or 
trainer it may summarily and without reason 
reject his entry. I fancy that the courts will 
find a remedy for sucha state of affairs if the 
need ever arises. The jockey clubs are char- 
tered bodies in receipt of vaiuable privileges 
from the State, and they have no right tore- 
ject the entry ofany turfman in good stand- 
ing so long as bis nomination is made In con- 
formity with the published conditions of the 
race. 

Horsemen have some rights which they will 
neither barter nor sell, and this is one of 
them, The jockey club makes certain condl- 
tions, publishes them and invites entries for 
the race which they are to govern. The 
turfman in good standing who has a horse 
eligible under these conditions and enters 
him for the race does soat the bidding of the 
club. Both parties have entered intoa well 
defined contract, and one from which the 
club cannot break away at will. 

CASSATT AND WITHERS ON THE BEST OF TERMS, 

Much speculation has of late been indulged 
inasto whetheror not there will be racing 
at Monmouth Park next year. Oertain 
writers have. gone so far as to state that Mr, 


Cassatt alone will stand inthe way ofthe 
reopening of the gates of this the most per- 
fectly equipped race track inthe country, 
ifthe New Jersey Legislature should fali to 
2assa pool billat the approaching session, 
These writers have started the rumor that 
Mr. Withers, satisfiéd that there would be no 
active opposition manifested towards the 
track in Monmouth County, would be will- 
ing to race in defiance of the law, if Mr. Cas- 
satt was agreeable to the pursuance of such 
a course. *This statement is vigorously de- 
nied by Mr. Withers’ friends who claim that 
he is quite as strongly opposed to figuring in 
the ight of a law-breakeras Mr. Cassatt is, 
and that there is not, nor never has been, 
the slightest difference of opinion between 
these gentlemen on this matter, 


FALL FOALS BEST. " 
Fall foals have less trouble with their 


bowels, keep in Detter general health, and 
are usually larger at three years old than 
spring colts at the same age, remarks an 
exchange. The September colt coimes ata 
time when, on well-reguiate farms, every- 
thing is favorable for his development. 
The hard work for the mare is done and 
she has had time to recuperate, her system 
is healthy and her bowels in good con- 
dition. She can foalin the pasture comfort- 
ably, and the solid grass of late summer 
makes healthy milk for the future work- 
horse. Few files are left to make life a bur- 
den for him, and at the age of two or three 
months he is healthy and rugged and well 
prepared to. withstand the cold winds of 
winter. Heonly asKs a comfortable shed, 
whether it be made of straw or boards, plenty 
of oats for himseifand corn and oats for his 
dam. Given these requisites and he will kick 
the scale-beam fullyas high, if not higher 
than his spring brother ofthe same age and 
is ready to get the full benefit: of the sgum- 
mer’s grass. The colt is ‘‘made or marred’’ 
during the first six montgs of its life and one 
of the advantagesthe falicolt hag is that his 
owner has the time to look carefully after his 
cemfort and well-being, and the full bins and 
granaries of winter are regularly relieved of 
some of their contents for his benefit, While 
the April or May colt is usually allowed to go 
without grain until he sees the snowsof his 
first winter. 
JACOB RUPPERT’S $30,000 YEARLING. 

Distinction on the turf comes in many dif- 
ferent ways, says a New York turf writer. 
It would be strange if Jacob RKuppert’s first 


season causes him to be pointed out asthe 
owner of a $30,000 maiden. The 8t. Blaise-

I trust it will be otherwise,and that the son of 
St, Blaise-Lady Primrose may get his share 
of the rich stakes tobe bung up. Mr. Kup- 
pert has evinced a ingest Spirit tn laying 
the foundation of his stable, and turfmen 
neraily will hope to see his colors tn front 
quentiy.

The Rates Compared With Those of 
Last Year. 


EXCELLENT PROSPECTS FOR AN AD- 
VANCE IN PRICES. 


‘ 


What the Outlook Is for the Coming 
Year—The Crop Fairly Beginning to 
Move—Some Significant Figures in 
Regard to Rates—A Great Increase in 
Production Over 1890. 


HILLSBORO, Ill., Dec. 25.—In laying their 
plans for the business._hoped for in 1892 Cen- 
trai Dllinois business men, as well as those 
elsewhere, are figuring what the precise ef- 
fects of such a vast harvest as was gathered 

“tn 1891 is to be. Theeffects are only now be- 
ginning to be:realized, as the corn producing 
sections of the West have only begun to 
place their product upon the markets and but 
a small part of the benefits of the crop have 
been reaped, while the producer himself has 
scarcely tasted of the sweets in store for him. 
It is safe to say that the history of the coun- 
try shows hardly a time when prospects for 
business in future were better than now. 

The careful business man looks over the field 
as far as he can see and draws his conclusions 
from what will apparently uffect the masses— 
purchasers—and these conditions are cer- 
tainly most favorable now for an extensiwe 
trade in 1892. 

One who has kept the run of the Chicago 
corn market in 1891 will find that the tend- 
ency in price has been upward allthe year. 
The highest price (not export price) has been 

67%, the lowest 47/42 and the average 59 cents 
per bushel, The average price for 1890 was 39 


cents per bushel. The crop of the present 
year will approximate 500,000,000 bushels 
greater than that of 1590, or greater than any 
average crop for fifteen years, with an in- 
crease of 20 cents per bushel. 

In wheat there isan approximate increase 
in 1891 over 1890 of 200,000,000 bushels, at an 
average Chicago price of 93% cents in isJl 
and 84 cents in 1890, an advance of 4% cents. 

Taking all the cereal crops together itis 
likely that statistics for 1891 will show the 
year’s net gain over 1890to be atleast $850,- 
000,000. 

These are the principal features of the out- 
come of the harvest of 1891, and there are 
years when a glut ofthe market with such 
crops would show a large failing off in prices 
anda general stagnation of business. inter- 
ests, but thisseason a phenomenal demand 
from all over the world indicates plainly that 
the business interests of all sec- 
tions of the country in 1892 will 
ride upon ua very high wave of 
prosperity. This increase in grain and its proven 
increase in money value puts millions of dollars in 
circulation, to be spent in purchases, investments, 
ete. It cannotal! be kept in the hands of the farin- 
ers. Many of them will pay off mortgages and are 
loing it 
, at if prices should fali on corn when the bulk 
of the new cropisat once forced upon the market 
there is the same probability that wheat will go 
higher. Taking all in all there isa very favorable 
margin to go on for the Central Ihinois business 
man who resides in the very heart ofasection of 
country that leads in the production of the two 
staple crops, Wheat and corn.

THE SURRENDER. 
SIMS YIELDS TO THE OFFICERS UNDER PROMISE 
OF PROTECTION. ‘ 

MOBILE, Ala., Dec. 26.—A telegram, via 
DeSoto, Miss., received at 11:45 o'clock, gives 
news of the surrender of Bob Sims Christmas 
afternoon tothe Sheriff’s posse, the Sheriff 
having obtained a cannon from 
Springs and trained it upon Sims’ 
The outlaw did not walt 
cannon to arrive from Bladen &prings, 
but began parieying at 2. o’clock 
in the afternoon. He offeredto surrender if 
the sheriff would guarantee him protection 
from the members of the posse. There wasa 
long debate on this point among the sheriff’s 
men but finally it was agreed that the Sims- 
ites should be carefully guarded to the coun- 
ty jail. At half past 4 the Simsites 
laid down their arms and came out of the 
house. There proved to be but three males 
inthe party, namely Bob Sims, Thomas 
Savage and Young Savage, a nephew of 
Bob’s. The others were Bob’s wife and three 
daughters. It was the presence of these 
women in the stronghold that induced Sims 
to surrender. The men were put in arms 
and the women under guard. 
Started to butler, the county seat. The !tm- 
pression was that some outsiders who had 
made no’‘promises to the outlaws would over- 
power the posse en route and lynch the pris- 
oners. The road is hilly, and the 
underbrush thick so that a few determined 
men may overpower the officer.

County, Alq., from which place he had been 
outiawed for a number of years, and at once 
renewed his desperate career. Last Monday 
John McMillan, a merchant of Choctaw Coun- 
é ty, was recelving a load of merchandise.
